—Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York said after a call on Presi- 
dent Truman today that a power- 
ful defense line must be built in 
southeast Asia to save that area, 
Japan and the Philippines from 
falling to the Communists. 

Dewey met with the President 
for 40 minutes, then talked to re- 
porters and made a statement for 
the newsreels in the White House 
lobby. He said his meeting with 


the President was, “cordial” and 
devoted. entirely to the situation 
in the Pacific. 

Asked whether there was a 
“meeting of minds,” Dewey re- 
plied he could not speak for the 
President, but, he added: “I cer- 
tainly would not say I was dis- 
satisfied.” : 


Dewey Talks With Taft. 

The titular leader of the ‘Re- 
publicans went from the White 
House to Capitol. Hill for lunch 
and a visit to the Senate floor 
where he talked with ‘ Senator 
Taft of Ohio, G.O.P.: policy lead- 
er in the Senate. Taft, edged by 
wey for the 1948 Republica 
presidential nomination, walke 
over to where Dewey was sitting 
after the Governor had been in 
the chamber for several minutes. 

Two other Senators who had 
been conversing with Dewey at 
the time left and Taft, who is an 
admitted aspirant for his party’s 
1952 presidential nomination, sat 
down with Dewey and they began 
an animated conversation. 

Dewey told reporters. at the 
White House there must be ““much 
closer political: and military ~al- 
liances” among free nations in the 
Pacific.

“Now that we have succeeded 
in launching a great program for 
the defense of Europe our own 
defenses require that we develop 
a similar program in Southeast 
Asia. Otherwise we face the loss 
of Japan, the Philippines and that 
whole area to the free world.”

Edwin F. §$choch, an _ experi- 
mental test pilot at McDonnell 
Aircraft Corporation, was killed 
today when a Navy Banshee, jet 
fighter plane which he was pilot- 
ing on a rountine test flight 
crashed and burned in a wooded 
area near Elsberry, Mo. Elsberry 
% = 60 miles northwest of St. 

ouis. 


Witnesses. stated that-the plane 
appeared to explode and disinte- 
grate in the air, its fuselage burst- 
ing into flames as it crashed into 
the ground. 

Schoch, who was 35 years old, 
lived near Spanish Lake, St. Louis 
city, with his wife and their four 
young children. 

Schoch, who was born at Oak- 
mont, Pa., had been a McDonnell 
test pilot since. 1945, testing some 


models. During World -War II, 
as a Navy pilot in the Pacific 
theater, he was credited with 
downing four Japanese planes.

For. example, the fuse is 
screwed into the nose of a bomb. 
When the bomb is dropped,. a 
tiny r-dio in the fuse sends “ 
wave which bounce back from a 
‘tar. .' to a receiver. As the 
bomb nears its target, the echo- 
waves “trigger” the bomb a ex- 
plode in the proximity of the 
target... 

In, this manner, shells, rockets 
or bombs may be exploded over 
the heads of enemy troops, show- 
ering them with deadly frag- 
mehts of metal from which an 
uncovered foxhole is no pro- 
tection. 

Here is the story as told by 
military men who have watched 
Ridenour’s first moves develop 
into a large-scale use of the prox- 
imity fuse in Korea: 

Last fall, Ridenour was curious 
as to why the Armed Forces were 
not using more proximity fuses 
in the shelling and bombing of 
enemy troops. There was a large 
stockpile of the fuses In the Far 
East. They were a potentially 
potent anti-personnel weapon, 
but few were being used.

The British and the French wanted to retain 
a broader base for intervention through a Coun- 
cil of Ambassadors which’ would replace the 
present high commissioners. Bonn, however, 
seems sure that such a council will not be cre- 
ated, thanks to the United States. The American 
high commissioner’s office fears—with consid- 
erable justification—that the creation of such a 
council would be interpreted as a thinly dis- 
guised device for taking back much of the sov- 
ereignty purportedly granted by the proposed 
contract. : 

Even though some military and economic au- 
thority obviously must be retained by the allies, 
the Germans—especially the opponents of the 
Adenauer Government—clamor for full sover- 
eignty. They want as much as they say the Jap- 
anese got. And the Germans do have one strong 
card to play: refusal to participate in the Schu- 
man Plan for European economic co-operation. 
It is believed that they will be placated by a 
quiet scuttling of the Council of Ambassadors. 
Even limited direction of German affairs appar- 
ently will have to be more informal and more 
subtle. 

The Allies, of course, want Germany as a part- 
ner in the defense of the West. They have 
agreed that the Germans can best make their 
contribution through military units assigned to 
Gen. Eisenhower's pooled European army. There 
will be no independent German army now. 

But in return for even a limited contribution 
of arms and men, the Germans are asking for 
a reduction in occupation charges. This the 
French oppose.

Economic problems, whether they affect Ger- 
many directly or only remotely, also are being 
discussed. Considering how much has been 
accomplished since the Atlantic foreign minis- 
ters last met in Brussels in December, at least 
partial success can be expected in Washington 
and Ottawa. Certainly, the main points of a 
German agreement should be reached. 


It may be a while, however, before it is 
signed by the Bonn Government. There may 
be much debating in the Reich—where the op- 
position parties feel that the Government is not 
asking enough just as the Allies feel that Bonn 
is asking too much. Acceptance can be expected 
nevertheless. 

What else can the West Germans do? They 
do not want to throw themselves under the 
Russian heel. They cannot remain neutral. 
They are already heavily committed to co- 
operation with the West. They know, whether 
they admit it or not, that their recovery is

Recorder of Deeds Denny has made another 
brazen move toward fattening his own little 
patronage province at the expense of the city’s 
merit system.

“that the others were sent to 
Siberia. All gone; he has never 
seen them again.” 

Over here we wonder why 
more people don’t escape from 
behind the iron curtain. Thou- 
sands attempt it, many make it. 
And here again Radio Free Eu- 
rope frustrates the Communists. 

Few reveal how a successful 
escape is made, because others 
may want to follow the same 
route later. But when disclosures 
of border conditions will make it 
safer for other escapees, RFE 
carefully’reports the facts. 

It was RFE which warned es- 
capees that Communist agents 
patroling the Czech border were 
wearing United States Army uni- 
forms and driving jeeps. Many 
refugees, after braving death to 
get across the border had sighted 
these “Americans” and ‘revealed 
themselves. 

In Czechoslovakia the Commu- 
nists have spread rumors that 
refugees crossing into Germany 
are arrested, beaten, starved and 
forced into slave labor. This is 
to discourage attempts. 

Border conditions are constant- 
ly varying. An area where es- 
cape was relatively easy, may 
suddenly change character. Then 
Radio Free Europe broadcasts a 
warning. 

How many try to escape and 
never makes it, no one knows. I 
asked one of the refugees if there 
is anything a person behind the 
Iron Curtain can do to resist. 

“Nothing! Nothing!” he said, 
“absolutely nothing! They have 
not one hour of the day that is 
not regulated. Some go into the

“I know that at least 90 per 
cent of the people in the satel- 
lite countries hate Communism, 
but they can do nothing, because 
behind every Communist official 
stands the Red army.”

Broadcasts also have warned 
the people against a new Commu- 
nist trick. The ‘state police had 
trained agents to act as Catho- 
lic priests. The agent would drop

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“To counteract this,» we must 


-get the truth to the people. They 


are told, for example, that. they 
must work the equivalent of three 
weeks to buy a razor blade that 
costs only a nickel in America, 
where people receive more than 
40 nickels for workipg one hour. 
That kind of explanation will un- 
dermine their faith in the propa- 
ganda they hear every day.” 

But listening to the radio broad- 
— is dangerous, he pointed 
out. 

“In Czechoslovakia,” he. said, 
“if you are not sure who is with 
you, you could be arrested just 
for tuning in RFE. Your neigh- 
bors there are so close you never 
know who is listening to what you 
are doing. But they do listen, 
and even though just a few ac- 
tually hear them, they spread the 
news by word of mouth.” 

The Crusade for Freedom, 
which is being conducted in St. 
Louis and throughout the coun- 
try during the current month, has 
as its goal the enrollment of 25,- 
000,000 Americans, and donations 
of $3,500,000. 

Its goal is more RFE stations, 
to carry the same service and 
messages to Hungary, Poland and 
the other satellite countries. 

“It is important,” one of the 
St. Louis fefugees said, “that 
these people, the ‘Gray Sparrows’ 
and the ‘Peonies,’ who listen be- 
hind the Iron Curtain know that 
all western democracies’ are 
working for their freedom. They 
are constantly asking themselves, 
and one another, ‘Can we hope 
the United States will help our 
people?’”

The “Maxim” and the “Axiom.” 


ONSIDERING tabla! many 
(CC maxims are discussed in this 

little column, the suggestion 
is in order that the term’s mean- 
ing be clarified. What is the dif- 
ference between the “maxim” and 

an “axiom”? It helps to know 
il they started. 


“Maxim” is. from the Latin 
“maxima sententia”—the “great- 
est sentence”-in other words, a 
most important proposition. Ac- 
cordingly, a “maxim” is a state- 
ment of established principle, a 
condensed expression of practical 
truth. For example, “No man can 
be happy if he lives selfishly.” 


“Axiom” goes back to the Greek 
“axioma,” that which is worthy. 


Primarily this is a’ philosophical 


term with usage in logic and 
mathematics to describe a self- 
evident truth—for instance, “The 
whole is greater than a part.” In 
scholarship, an “axiom” stands 
ag an established principle and 

its meaning in common speech 
stems from this. When we speak 
of something as being “axiomatic,” 
we describe it as being generally 
known or accepted, if not self- 
evident truth. 


When it comes to everyday . 
between 


usage, the line the axiom 
and the maxim may sometimes 
seem thin. It may help, then, to 
think of the axiom as defining 
something which can be taken for 

granted, and of the maxim as hs 
statement of guiding principle in 
the practical concerns of life.

Notes on Lumber. 

EW people have the head-. 
F aches of the Saturday car- 

penter. In the first Siant 
many lumber yards close at noon 
Saturday so unless our boy is up 
at a decent hour he’s out of luck 
if he needs any materials. 

Next comes the fact that the 
size of a board never measures 
what it says it is. For example, a 
piece of 2” by 4” doesn’t measure 

| by four inches—it 
measures 154” by 356”. How 
come? Well lumber is graded for 
size in the rough state. After that 
they plane and sand it smooth 
and this takes a fraction of an 
inch off each size. 

If you should need a board — 
exactly 10 inches wide for a shelf 
you'll probably have to take a 
piece of 12” board, which meas- 
ures 114%” wide and plane or 
saw it down to 10 inches. 

Another point to remember 
when ordering lumber is that 
most of it comes in even foot 
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lengths—8 feet, 10 feet, 12 feet 
and so on. When you plan a 
project, try to.work out the di- 
mensions so you can use even 
foot lumber and avoid a int of 
expensive waste.
